a vigorous protest. 


"Japan," said an official of the lega- 


tion in discussing the contingency, "will 
tight before she will yieia the advant- 
age she has in the peninsula without a 
full settlement of the indemnity award- 
ed her for the surrender of the conces- 
sion. It is too important a lever to let 
go of simply because it may suit Rus- 
sia's purpose to ask it. It is our under- 
standing here that the evacuation is to 
depend upon the payment of the in- 
demnity. Japan certainly regarded tbe 
matter is that light when the treaty was 
amended at the instance of the Euro- 
pean powers. 


It Hu Shifted. 


"It may be claimed that the question 


Is not auy longer one between China 
and Japan, but rather one betweeu 
Japan aud the European countries in- 
terested in the settlement, but this posi- 
tion is not tenable. It is to China to 
which Japan most look for the money 
she is to receive, and it is Chinese terri- 
tory that IB involved iu the controversy; 
and if it is a matter of keeping faith 
with the European powers, let them 
make good the indemnity if they do not 
want the Japanese to continue at Port 
Arthur."

AM fJNEMY TO HER SEX 


and tbe evils consequent thereto will 
Injure our city for many long yeaw 
to come 
In a general way the town 


and her interests have suffered by the 
enormous burden of taxation which 
the Republican councils have Imposed 
upon their unfortunate constituents. 
In the one piece of public work which 
has required the expenditure of more 
money than any other nubile im- 
provement for years—the paving of 
tbe public square—the council ba?e 
blundered from the beginning, and 
thus Have shown themselves absolute- 
ly incompetent to manage the public 
affairs of the city. 


First—Brick should not have been 


adopted as a material with which to 
pave tbe square. The 125,000 which 
has been put upon the square will, In 
a few years prove to have been wasted 
money. 


Second—When brick was selected 


as a paving material against the pro- 
tests of many citizens and In the in- 
terest of only a few who were la the 
ring, It should have been laid with an 
asphalt filler, for before one winter Is 
past the present filler will prove moat 
unsatisfactory. 


Third—That 
watering 
trough 


should have been remove d from the 
center of tbe public square. 
In no 


other town of 20,(H>0 in civilization 
can such a wart be found in tbe cen- 
ter of j tbe principal business mart 
as that watering trough. 
It is a 


monument of tbe stupidity of the 
eeuBciliBtfi who permitted It 
to 


stand in tbe center of a plot paved 
at an expense of 126,000. 
A water- 


log trough is in place In a barn yard, 
and It can be endured on a side 
street, but It is entirely out of place 
wbere It is. 


Fourth - The leaning tower, sup- 


posed to be for lighting purposes, 
should be removed, straightened or 
illuminated. It le a huge joke as it 
Is at present. It Is unsightly, mis- 
shapen, and never has more than one 
half of It* lights burning. Had the 
council been untrammelled it would 
bave been removed 


Fifth—That band stand—a relic of 


rural simplicity of Lima Tillage- 
should be donated to some town of 
a balf hundred people. The present 
councllmen do not seem to realize 
that we have passed from our village 
condition into a city of some conse- 
quence. They should be awakened 
from their ueml-conoatose condition 
and made to comprehend that tbey 
are living In a progressive age.
